Ghe Huguenots. 


_ Though set apart as a burial ground for 
departed Huguenots, who arrived in Ire- 
Jand after the revocation of the Edict ot 
Nantes, the little walled-in cemetery in 
Merrion row only attracted the attention of 
the authorities about three months ago 
Then the Board of Works placed a stone 
tablet over the seventeenth century door, 
and carved the device, ‘‘ Huguenot Ceme- 
tery, 1693,’’ upon it. This is one of three 
Huguenot cemeteries in Dublin; for there 
is also one in Adelaide road, and one 
other near Messrs. Jacob's ~ Biscuit 
Factory. An exploration of thig one an 
Merrion row reveals the names of many 
interesting citizens which have been 
household words for genegations in Dublin. 

The Lefanus, MeClean; Boileau, D'Olier, 
Saurin, La Touche, all Huguenots; lie 
buried there. To the Huguenots Ireland 
owes. her first literary jougpal and her 
first horticultural, society. -These French 
refugees actually created: mercantile and 
intellectual Dublin. They first settled in 
the Coombe, a district where many 
examples of their high gabled houses stil! 
exist, Originally the crypt of St. Patrick’s 
was given over to their looms when they 
started to weave the famous poplin. 
Colone! David La Touche, who after-: 
wards fought under the Huguenot warrior, 
General Caillemote, on the side of 
King William at the Boyne, established 
the poplin weavers in High street.

It was really the Jirst.clnb in Ireland to 
establish racing on up-to-date lines,  pro- 
viding what was almost unknown at the 
time—well-constructed stands, trim lawns 
and a number of other attractions, for 
which it became famous. It was the first 
meeting to set up a Viceregal Stand. 
What end this structure will now serve 
it is difficult to foresee. 

In the good old days the Viceregal 
Stand at Leopardstown was a miniature 
Coúrt on race days during Horse Show 
Week and on the occasion of other big 
meetings. King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra watched the racing during their 
visit ém 1907, "and sé did King George and 
Queen. Mary in 1911. 
to say that, if sevvenir-hunting Americans 
were “ going well,” as they say in racing 
phraseology, this fact alone would inspire 
some enterprising visitor to buy the stand 
and ship it right back home for a summer 
bungalow. 


A Strange History. 


The lands which now form the race- 
course and the demesne of Leopardstown 
Park have a rather strange history. Until 
the eighteenth century what now appears 
a meaningless title was called Lepers- 
towne, and the area is supposed to have 
been a lepers’ colony some time about 
the thirteenth century. At this period 
leprosy was prevalent in Dublin, having 
been brought back, it is said, by the 
Crusaders from the East. .A leper hospital 
existed somewhere in Dublin near where 
Mercer's now stands. This was in charge 
of an order of monks, who were sup- 
pressed during the Reformation. Fó! 
some unexplained reason they took St. 
Stephen as their patron, and named their 
hospital St. Stephen. Lazar House. 


' Bome time wbhout 12350 they bought, or} 
Zot possession of, the lands at Leopards- 


town, calléd at that time Ballygyregan, 
from one Geoffrey. Tyrell and his wife. 
Here the monks erected’ a church known 
as §St..Stephen’s, sand named .the place 
‘Leperstowne.  Duhring the ¢enturiés that 
followed these: lands were a constant 
source of litigation and dispute between 
one set of owners and another down til! 
the date in 1635 when they were seized 
by the Crown from the Corporation of 
Dublin and handed over to Sir Anthony 
St. Leger.

There is little need to take these resolutions 
as a fair reflection of the Irish-American atti- 
tude; otherwise the Abbey Company would 
hardly find it profitable to take their plays 
across the Atlantic. But it is a curious fact 
that there does always seem to be a minority, 
both in Íreland and America, which takes 
objection to these plays on the grounds. that 
they are not true to nature, and tend to 
bring the Irish character into disrepute. It 
is even more curious that the travesties of 
Irish character which come from the film 
studios and can be seen in the commercial 
theatre never seem to arouse any protest 
whatever. 


THE REAL OBJECTION. 

It is hard to believe that the cry of ' mis- 
representation ” is really a sincere one: it )s 
much more likely that the objection is to 
certain plays or pwenoee, Irish character too 
thoroughly and in a light which is not 
altogether favourable. The “ Playboy “ was 
furiously assailed on its first production by 
people who did not like to be told that 
ignorance and brutality can exist side by side 
with poetry in the mind of the peasant. 
O’Casey’s plays were attacked by people who 
did not wish to be reminded that the slums 
are horrible places which can breed worth- 
less characters, and who forgot that they are 
also shown to be capable of producing 
heroines like Juno and Bessy Burgess. 

If Trish authors confined themselves to the 
gloomy side of life there would certainly be 
some reason in people objecting. to. them. 
Modern literature in general has been at- 
tacked (with some justice) on the grounds 
that writers have lost their sense of balance, 
and are as much occupied in trying to prove 
that the world is a very unpleasant place, as 
the Victorians were in maintaining that. it 
could nét possibly be improved on. 
But it cannot truly be said that the Irish 
theatre is guilty of a morbid outlook, The 
Abbey’s American repertoire is. fairly repre- 
sentatives “but  presumably it is only the 
lays by Synge and O'Casey to which objec- 
ion is taken, This seems to show that the 
balanee has been maintained; there are, et 
least, as many plays, which show the plea- 
sant side of. Irish life, as there are plays 
which do the opposite. There is no danger 
of the: American public getting the impres- 
siom that Ireland is. a country” “where all 
are fools and all are knaves,” and the objec- 
tions of the minority strike one as being quite 
unreasonable.

A GOOD SIGN. 

But holding the mirror up to nature has 
always given rise to resentment, and in all 
probability will continue to do so. Chaucer, 
the first English realist, was acutely aware 
that what he was doing would lead to trouble, 
and (although he has become quite respect- 
able with the passage of the centuries) he 
was probably criticised in his own day with 
even more vigour than O’Casey is at present. 
The same fate has befallen every man who 
has attempted to show life as it is, not as 
we might like it to be. 

The fact that certain plays are attacked 
is, however, a good sign on the whole, for it 
shows that people are taking their theatre 
seriously. owever mistaken one may think 
these critics to be, one must give them credit 
so concerned about the play that 
they wul go to the trouble of raising 
strenuous objections if they think it untrue 
to life. Even the man who throws bottles 
at the actors shows a higher appreciation «f 
drama than the one who sits uncomprehend- 
ingly in his stall.

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SNOW ONLY 
NINE TIMES IN 
SIXTY YEARS, 


HE clerk of the weather, whose official 
address is at the Meteorological Depart- 
ment of the Air Ministry, regards the 

chances of real wibtry weather at Christmas 
with snow, ice, sledges, and skates as very 

remote, and thinks it is very probable that 

Sunta Claus will arrive under an umbrella. 

The tentperature is likely to continue mild, 
though whether Christmas dinners will 
eaten without the Yule log or even the gas 
fire, as they would be if Tuesday’s abnormal 
temperature of 50 to 55 degrees, 7 to 12 above 
the average, was repeated is also a gamble. 

‘here is an accurate record of observa- 
tions made in London of every Christmas 
In only 20 of the 60 years has 
the thermometer touched freezing point at 
any time, night or day, over the four days 
from Christmas Eve to the day following 
Boxing Day. 

There have been only nine years on whcih 
snow has fallén at any time in the four 
days. The records, of course, apply to 
London only, anl not to the north country. 

The years on which snow actually fell on 
Christmas Day were 1876, 1878, 1906, 1925, 
and 1937. One of the most momentous snow- 
falls of the century occurred on Boxing Day, 
1886, three days before Lord Randolph 
Churchill had resigned from the office of 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Lord Hartington, later the Duke of Devon- 
shire, a leader of the Liberal Unionist Party, 
on whom the Premier, Lord Salisbury re- 
lied, was in Italy. A_ snowstorm swept 
across the Continent and Great Britain, and 
Lord Salisbury found it impossible to reach 
Lord Hartington to ascertain his views. 

Several days elapsed before Lord Salisbury 
was able to assure his followers that the 
Government could carry | on, and that Mr. 
Goschen had been ‘“‘found’’ to take the 
vacant chancellorship. 

While recent Christmas seasons have tended 
to be milder than during the first decade of 
the 60 years, the mildest Christmas of all 
was on the first year, 1872, the four days 
were sunny, the thermometer touching 56 
degrees on Christmas | Day. 4 was cold, 
with the ‘thermometer showing 12. degrees 
below’ zero. 

There was then a. succession of cold 
Christmasés up’ to 1880, the coldest in the 60 
years being 1878, with 24 degrees below 
freezing point, and a fall of snow. 

Christmas Day, 1892, had 14 degrees of 
frost. In 1897 there was another cold snap, 


‘but’ from then until 1915 there was a run 


of mild seasons, except for 1906. 

Frost came back in 1916 and 1917. Then 
came 1927, the ‘‘ whitest ’’ Christmas on re- 
cord, with motor cars buried in snowdrifts 
twelve feet high, isolated inns and villages 
and search parties end supplies being sent 
by aeroplene, even in the South of England.

Republican Spain seems to be a happy 
place for schoolmasters. Her Minister for 
Education has told the Cortes that 7,000 
new schools were established last year and 
2,580 during the present .year. Legisla- 
tion now compels municipalities to supply 
a site fof any new school, with twenty-five 
per cent. of the cost; but some richer 
cities, like Bilbao, have contributed up 
to sixty per cent., and some of the poorer 
villages,can obtain schools for a minimum 
contribution of five per cent. Moreover, 
there is no lack of teachers. At the last 
call 15,000 had offered themselves, and 
5,000—the Minister did not analyse their 
qualifications—had been selected. While 
other countries are reducing the numbers 
and salaries of their teachers, this 
enlightened republic is making increases 
in both respects: henceforward, no doubt, 
the harassed minds of Free State school 
teachers will build many castles in Spain.

In other circumstances 
Mr. de Valera might . have progressed 
quietly with his policy of protection, and 
it is possible that the British might not 
have troubled to retaliate. Phe economic 
war, however, caused Mr. de Valera to 
throw away whatever shreds of caution he 
might have possessed. It drove him to clap 
tariffs on all manner of commodities which 
the Free State cannot produce for herself, 
and cannot obtain elsewhere than from 
Great Britain. In short, Mr. de Valera 
lost his head, and the people are paying 
for his recklessness. They have protested, 
but hitherto their protests have exerted 
little effect ; a few changes here and there 
in the tariff bills have borne witness to 
the Government’s wavering resolution. 
Yet sooner or later the murmuring will 
become an outcry; the employers who are 
losing their businesses, the employés who

Britain’s Meat Supply. 


The establishment of a Reorganisation 
Commission for Fat Stock by the British 
Minister for Agriculture marks an impor- 
tant advance in Britain’s agricultural 
policy. From the Free State point of 
view, the action is ominous, inasmuch 
as, while the co-operation of Northern 
Ireland will be sought by the new body, 
the twenty-six gounties will be ignored. 
British policy aims at the maximum out- 
put of bacon and meat at home, and the 
scientific regulation of foreign imports in 
order to protect the native producer. As 
a result of Mr. de Valera’s land annuities 
policy, the Free State now must be 
reckoned among the “‘ foreign ’’ sources of 
Britain’s food supplies, She will not, par- 
ticipate in any of the benefits which the 
new Board is likely to confer on Northern 
Ireland. Her farmers will be forced to 
sell their beasts at a sacrifice, while 
across the border the producer of live- 
stock will have an assured and lucrative 
market. No time has been lost by 
the new Board, whose chairman is 
Colonel Lane-Fox. It was appointed on 
Wednesday and held its first meeting on 
the same afternoon. - Its first task will be 
to consider ways and means of improve- 
ment in the existing system for the 
marketing of live-stock in Great Britain. 
The necessity for speedy working has been 
impressed upon its members, and an early 
report is expected. Immediate results 
may not be obtained, because the problem 
which the Board must tackle is immense ; 
but the appointment of the Board indi- 
cates the Government’s purpose to help 
the farmer, who hitherto has been 
neglected shamefully.

Canadian Canned Fruit. 


A striking development in inter-Em_.re 
trade can be found in the canned fruit 
industry. As a result of the imposition of 
the import duties and the Ottawa Con- 
ference decisions, Canada is nov able to 
sell to the mother country approximately 
ninety per cent. of her output. A feature 
of this trade, which has increase’ tenfold 
during the last few months, is that n.ost of 
the fruits and other commodities are kinds 
which either are not produced at all in 
Britain or are not produced and canned in 
sufficient quantities to meet’ the demand. 
The fruit which Canada is selling to Great 
Britain includes solid pack apples and 
cherries for the bakery trade, pears, plums 
of various kinds, asparagus tips, tomato 
juice and catsup.  A year ago the 
Dominion, sent to this country only a 
relatively small quantity. Orders have 
now been placed for over 1,000 tons and 
consignments during the next few weeks 
will total over 3, tons. The whole of 
this huge consignment was sold before the 
ship carrying it reached the ocean and 
every effort is being made to despitch a 
second and third cargo before the water- 
ways freeze.

Mr. Roosevelt has definitely refused to 
accept any joint responsibility with Presi- 
dent Hoover in the work of exploring the 
War debt situation, on the ground that 
such acceptance might be construed as a 
commitment, moral, if not legal, as to 
policies and courses of action, remarks 
The Times to-day editorially. The 
correspondence between the incoming and 
the outgoing President is summed up by 
Mr. Hoover. ‘' Governor Roosevelt con- 
siders that it is inadvisable for co- 
operative action on the foreign problems 
outlined in my message to Congress.

In Washington 
this is interpreted as meaning that 
nothing can be done in the matter of 
foreign debt adjustment until March 4, 
when Mr. Roosevelt takes over authority,

It is a depressing revelation of one of

A regard to the admission of the sick 
poor has been undertaken by the Dublin 


Board of Assistance. Allegations have been 
made before the Board that peoplé unable to 
pay for their maintenance are refused ad- 
mission, and turned over to the Umon. A 
member of the Board asserted that three such 
cases were within his knowledge. . 

' Extensive inquiries made by an /rish Times 
reporter yesterday among the general and 
special hospitals failed to discover any 
which are addicted to the practice of refus- 
ing indoor medical treatment and main- 
tenance to sick persons who are too poor to 


ay. 

The Dublin Board of Assistance has de- 
puted to the Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent the task of compiling a list of patients 
admitted to the Union who had been refused 
admission to city hospitals. Unfortunately, 
Dr. Dwyer is absent on leave, and it appears 
that the particulars have not yet been ascer- 
tained; but the facts will be placed before 
the Board im due course, : 


EFFECTS OF DISTRESS. 

Grave distress prevails in the city at the 
present time. ‘here is much consequent 
disease, and few empty beds are. to be seen 
in the wards of city hospitals. .Genuine as 
is the misery now prevailing, it must not 
be forgotten that there is a section of the 
submerged population which habi- 
tually ‘‘winters’” in the unions, and 
that some portion of that element would 
prefer to “winter ” in a hospital. People 
enfeebled in mind and body by lack of food 
do endeavour to get into hospitals. They 
are ill of hunger. They need no pathologi- 
cal treatmont. They want ordinary sus- 
tenance, and are not hospital cases. They 
cannot be admitted, because there is nothing 
to cure but their circumstances, and in the 
last resort there is no place for them but 
the union. In the winter months they are 
more than ever without resource, and they 
regularly go to it. 

“Tt is a libel on all the hospitals to say 
that curable sick people are refused admission 
by reason of their poverty—a libel on the 
special hospitals as well as the general hospi- 
tals,” said the head of a large city hospital. 
“ We had here a poor patient only last week, 
who requirc! special treatment. 1 rang up 
one ot the big special hospitals, and asked 
if they had a vacant bed for this patient. 
‘Is it a paying patient,’ 1 was asked. ' No, 
I said. ''This man is too poor.’ ‘Oh, send 
him along,’ was the reply.” 

At a principal hospital, says our Reporter, 
I . ent through a large ward, where holly 
was being festooned about the walls. There 
were 26 patients in the ward. ‘Three were 
paid for by institutions, or societies, one 
was, himself, paying ten shillings weekly ; 
the rest were absolutely free patients. Very 
often patients, cured of their diseases, after 
having been fed and sheltered for weeks, 
during which they have been medically and 
surgically attended by eminent physicians 
and surgeons, are also clothed before leaving 
the hospital. .

The totul number of persons (men, women 
and children) in receipt of public assistance 
under the Poor Law in the Irish Free State 
on the last Saturday of November, 1932, 
according to official returns, was 152,115, i 
which is 11,588 more than the previous 
month, and 29,912 more than on the corre- 
sponding day last year. 

The total is eqnivalent to 44.4 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population, : 

The number of persons on home assistance 
was 113.772, or 11.262 more ‘than the previous 
month and 29,579 more than on the ‘corre- 
sponding day last year. 

The average cost of home assistance was 
£15,055 per week, or £1,623 per week higher 
tah the previous month, and £3,441 higher 
per week than in November, 1931. 

The numbers on home assistance in Dublin 
City und County. were 27.2 per cent. of the 
total on home assistance. “ 

The above figures relate only to persons 
who were receiving home assistance or were 
maintained in county homes, hospitals, ex- 
tern institutions, etc., by Poor Law authori- 
ties on the last Saturday of November, 1932. 
The ‘following classes are “not” included, 
namely, persons receiving medical relief only 
at dispensaries, sick persons attended in their 
own homes dispensary oflicers,'. and 
patients in public mental hospitals.

Miss Mildted Didrikson, dual Olympic winner and 
fhe most veriatile woman athlete in America, if not 
in the world, has turned professional, and has 
already accepted an offer from a film company. She 
hopes later to make an attempt to swim the English 
Channel, 

This brilliant athlete was recently suspended by 
the Amateur Athletic Union for having given her 
photograph and lent her name to a motor firm for 
advertising purposes. She appealed strongly against 
the suspension, affirming that she had not authorised 
the use of her name or photograph, and that she 
had been the victim of circumstantial evidence. 

She has now decided to fight no longer for 
reinstatement, and has ieft the ranka of the 
amateura, without any feeling of animosity towards 
anybody. The positions which will be open to her 
as a professional have caused her to cease her 
appeal for reinstatement, That alone, she declares, 
is her reason for giving up the fight. 

Miss Didrikson, who ia 19 years old, broke two 
world’s records in the Olympic Games in winning 
the 80 Metres Hurdies and Throwing the Javelin, 
while she was second in the record-breaking High

| legislation required to grant independence 
to the Philippine Islands was reached to- | 


day at a conference of Congressmen. 

Legislation granting the Islands full 
freedom in ten years’ time, and providing 
for less severe immigration and trade 
restrictions than those at present in force, 
was agreed upon. 

The Unitel States would retain in 
perpetuity military and naval reservations 
in the Islands. The President will be 
requested to negotiate treaties with 
foreign Governments for the ' perpetual 
neutralisation’’ of the Islands wher 
independence has been achieved. 

The conference of the two Chambers 
of the Legislature was rendered necessary 
by the fact that the bill on the subject 
passed by the House of Representatives 
provided for independence in eight vears’ 
time and the Senate bill for independence 
in twelve years’ time.

The case was ¢a 
at Tipperary District Court, held on Tuesday, 
and was adjourned for the taking of deposi- 
tions to Cashel. There were two witnesses 
examined at Tipperary, Mr. Heffernan, C.E.., 


Tipperary, who handed in a map of the scene 


of the alleged shooting, the other witness 
being the injured man, Roger O’ Donnell, 
Ardobreen, who is still a patient in Tipperary 
District Hospital, suffering from a ballet 
wound in the right leg. 

in his deposition, O'Donnell described how 
he and Timothy Fitzgerald, Rathduff, saw a 
man coming along: in a stooping ‘position 
inside the fence at Athassel, Golden, on the 
night of 9th December. It was a bright 
moonlight mght. Witness mounted the fence 
to see who the man was. He was. only a 
second on the ditch when a shot rang out, 
and then another shot. Fitzgerald called on 
him to come down off the fence. They took 
cover along the fence, and made off in the 
direction of Golden. As they ran a third 
shot was fired, and he was wounded in the 
right leg. He could see the man who fired 
the shot: the man was eight or nine ards 
away. He could not identity the man. 

Guard McCaffrey deposed to halting the 
accused man about 10.30 a short distance 
from Golden Barracks. He had no lamp. 
Maher gave as an excuse that he had been 
knocking about the village all the day, and 
forgot ail about the time. 

Timothy Fitzgerald, Rathduff, Golden, who 
with O'Donnell on the night of the 
shooting, deposed to seeing the accused: man 
a few minutes prior to the firing of the shots. 
Maher had cycled past witness and O'Donnell 
and two other men, and when a motor car 
came along the lights lit up the road. He 
identified Maher as being the cyclist who rode 
down the road towards Golden, went in at 
Hegan’s entrance gate. and disappeared off 
the road. Shortly afterwards they saw a 
man coming up the inside of the fence in 
Hogan’s field. O'Donnell and witness crossed 
over to the fence; the man was coming in a 
stooping position. O'Donnell hopped up on 
the ditch ; witness remained at his side, stand- 
ing on the margin. The man inside 
the: ditch was dressed in a black overcoat; 
he had no hat or cap. He (witness) identi- 
fied the man as being John Maher. 


THREE SHOTS FIRED. 


Witness, continuing, said that immediately 
afterwards a shot rang out, and then a 
second shot was fired as O'Donnell was going 
to go in over the fence. He (Fitzgerald) 
pulled O'Donnell down off the fence. He 
told .O’Donnell to come back with him. 
Under cover of the fence they both went 
back towards Golden. He was in front of 
O'Connell, and they had gone about ten 
yards along the fence, when a third shot 
rang out; it came from the same place as the 
other two shots. O'Donnell said he was hit. 
They lay in the dyke for about half an hour. 
0’Donnell was wounded in the calf of the 
leg. It was a very bright moonlight night— 
as bright as the day. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Darcy (Solici- 
tor for Maher) witness said he was not on 
friendly terms with Maher since 27th Decem- 
ber last. He did not make any attack on 
Maher’s house last February or March. He 
never heard of a shot being fired into wit- 
ness’s own yard about a year and a half 
ago. He remembered Maher being arrested 
by the Black-and-Tans, but did not remem- 
ber him being released. 

Mr. Darey—Did you ever suggest to Maher 
that he had given out that there was an in- 
former on the Fourpenny toad ?—1 never 
heard of it. 

John O'Connell, Ballinlina, who was in 
company with O’Donnell and Fitzgerald on 
the night of 9th December, stated that after 
the shots were fired he saw a man running 
across Hogan’s field, in the direction of the 
Fourpenny road. He saw the flash of one of 
the shots; it came from the direction in 
which the man was inside the fence of 
Hogan's field. 

Sergeant Denis O'Sullivan, Golden, de- 
posed to assisting in the  remoyal 
of O'Donnell to the barracks. where 
he telephoned for medical aid, and 
notified Superintendent Quinn, Tippe- 
rary. He accompanied Superintendent 
Quinn on a visit to the accused man’s house. 
Maher asked: “ What do ye want me for?’ 
He stated that he was in Golden that night, 
left at 9.50, came home, salted a pig and 
went to bed, and did not leave the house after 
wards. Witness searched the house and out- 
othces for firearms, but found none. He ex 
amined the front and back tyres of Maher’s 
micycle; the tyres were marked with fresh 
field mud. They were two different makes of 
tyres; the beading was quite different and 
distinct. He (Sergeant O'Sullivan) found 
tracks of bicycle tyres and of boots in 
Hogan’s field. He covered the marks. and 
had them guarded by one of his men. Plaster 
casts were taken of the impressions, which 
coincided with marks made by Maher's cycle 
tyres and right boot. When charged on 10th 
December Maher said: ‘‘ All I say is: IT had 
no gun. : 


COMPLETE DENIAL.

He 
charged Maher with the offence of attempted 
murder. Maher said: “I have no gun; 1] 
never did it.”

There were very few who had got benefit 
from the ridiculous method of bounties.. Com- 
pared with the position of Northern Ireland 
farmers, what made their plight still worse 
was the suicidal system of bounties and 
tarifis brought about by those who had upset 
the fairly satisfactory economic system built 
up in the Free State in the last ten years. 

“In the Free State there is now no freedom. 
You are bound hand and foot in every activity 
of your commercial life, while, with plenty 
of stock and supplies, you can turn nothing 
into ready money, and your Government keeps 
ordering you to pay up your annuities, pay 
up for bounties, relief schemes, building 
peri and for a whole. new fantastic social 
system. 


WITHHELD WOODCOCK. 


There was not the merest shadow of 
nationality or independence comnected with 
the economic war—unless the withholding of 
the Governor-General’s two dozen woodcock 
from the King’s Christmas pie was the final 
patriotic stroke for freedom, So far England 
was winning—at least, she was not losing—by 
the economic war, while the farmers, the 
Mainstay of the Free State, were driven to 
bankruptcy and beggary. 

It had nothing to do with nationality or 
patriotism oi self-determination. Jt built the 
partition wall stronger and higher every day. 
Its advocates had become possessed of the 
greed and grab for which they had condemned 
England fo. centuries.

Her two main 
engines each have 10 cylinders, 840mm. in 
diameter x 1,600mm. stroke, the total 
‘registered ’’ horse-power being 18,500 at 
102 revoltuions of the screw. Figures givin 
averages of round voyages between Liverpoo 
and New York during 1930-’31 show an 
average fuel consumption of 72.3 tons a day 
in 1 and 81.5 in 1931, with a higher speed.

Civic Guards gave further evidence regard- 
ing the identity of the defendants and their 
behaviour on the evening of October Sth. The 
persons summoned, the (Guards alleged, 
attempted to break through the police 
cordon; some of them succeeded. Later 
several of the defendants took part in stone- 
throwing against members of the: Army 
Comrades’ Association. 

Guard White said that most of the citizens 
kept themselves inside their houses on the 
evening of the meeting. He saw a number 
of windows broken by flying stones. Annie 
O’Donnell, one of the defendants, was, accord- 
ing to Guard White, partly responsible for 
inciting the crowd to throw stones and 
behaye in a generally disorderly manner. He 
heard her scream remarks. he yelled, he 
said, something about ‘‘ Cronin, you 
murderer,’’ and “My brother is killed.” He 
learned later, he said, that her brother had 
actually been injured in the fracas. 

In cross-examination, the Guard stated that 
the stone-throwing started after two shots 
had been fired by someone up near the 
meeting. . 

Guard Whelan, who was in the cordon of 
eight men between the procession and the 
Cumann na nGaedheal meeting, said that he 
heard someone in the party urging the others 
to rush the Guards. At a later stage in the 
fighting Patrick Fraher, sen., was seen in 
his shirt sleeves, wielding the handle of a 
pick axe. He addressed the witness and 
another Guard, remarking, “I'll give the 
same to ye.” He did not, however, attack 
them. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 


THE DEFENCE, 


In his opening address for the defence Mr. 
Roger Fox submitted that the procession in 
which some of his clients took part was a 

rfectly lawful assembly. It was not the 
intention of any of the processionists to inter. 
fere in any way with the right of free speech 
of the Cumann na nGaedheal supporters which 
was provided for by Article 9 of the Consti- 
tution. He submitted that the unlawtul 
behaviour had been aggravated by the dis- 
charge of firearms on the part of a member 
of the Army Comrades’ Association. 

The first witness examined by Mr. Fox 
was Patrick Shee, one of the defendants. He

Then 
other members of the “ White Army” drew 
sticks from their pockets and joined im the 
fight, and one of them picked ‘up part of a 
broken flagstaff, and the witness took it from 
him. While they were struggling on. the 
street, he (O'Donnell) was hit on the side 
= the head and ‘‘knocked out” for some 

ime, 

Another defendant, Daniel] Curtin, told the 
Court that neither he nor the previous wit- 
mess was in the procession. He had seen 
iO'Donnell knocked down when struck by the 
butt of a revolver. 


WOMAN’S EVIDENCE. 

Annie O’Donnell, wha is charged in these 
cases, said that she was going for the doctor 
for her brother Richard when she was 
stopped and‘ called out of her name’’ by 
Commandant Cronin. She declared that she 
was taking no part_in the rioting, but, as her 
brother was injured, her blood was up, and 
later she took up a stone and declared that 
she “was going to let Cronin have it.” 

Further evidence was given by others of 
the defendants, who denied the charges 
of unlawful assembly, and contended 
that their behaviour was not riotous. 


BATON BLOWS. 


John Crotty, one of the men charged with 
assaulting Guard MacNamara, said: “I was 
first struck with a baton by the Guard; 
then, when I turned to run away, I was 
struck again by Guard MacNamara and the 
sergeant; and then a civilian gave me two
